The Beceipts ot the Pablic Be venues 
W a sh in g to n, Feb. 2 6 —The public rev­ 
enues, both internal and customs, are hav­ 
ing a boom. The customs receipts to-day 
were nearly a million and a quarter of dol­ 
lars. 
At the present rate of receipts and 
expenses, the pablic debt will be reduced 
this year some $35,000,000. 
W a sh in g to n , Feb 26 —It is thought at 
the Treasury Department that the total 
receipts from customs this month will be 
nearly $15,000,000, and from internal rev­ 
enue about $9,000,000. 
Taking this aaa 
basis, 
it 
is 
estimated 
the 
total 
custom 
receipts 
of 
the government for the fiscal year ending 
June 30 next will be about $153,000,000, 
and from internal revenue, $117,000,000, 
thus making the total Income to the govern' 
meat, including receipts from miscellaneous 
sources* of about $3CO,000,000. It is cal­ 
culated at the (department that the total 
expenditures, including .the sinking fund 
and interest on the public debt, will foot 
up between $275,000,005 and $278,000,000. 
This would leave a profit to the govern­ 
ment of about $25,000,000.

he 
claimed bad faith on the part of the 
friends of the bill, who had promised 
that tbe vote on Tuesday should end the 
fight 
Messrs. Lawrence, Bradford and Brind­ 
ley explained their position. 
The motion 
of Mr. Sprague to lay on the table was a 
violation of faith upon the part of the ene 
mies of the bill; the latter gentleman had 
played several snap games upon the friends 
of the measure, and is lf any agreement 
bad ever been made—and they denied the 
existence of so strong an arrangement as 
that claimed by Mr. Colby,—the first break 
had been made by the opposition. 
Mr. Colby moved to lay the motion to 
reconsider on the table; lost;—ayes, 47, 
noes 48. 
Another seance of discussion ensued, 
personal 
explanations being made by 
Messrs. 
Pieroe, 
Colby, Bentley 
and 
Lawrence; the friends of the bill said 
they wanted a lull House, they wanted to 
take no unfair advantage, and would like 
the matter put over until a time when both 
sides could be present in force; but they 
did not want to be bull-dozed.

Dayton. Sac insisted on his bringing them 
home, and he went to Dayton alter them, 
where he found the boy, but was thunder­ 
struck to find the daughter had mysteri­ 
ously disappeared. Investigation immedi­ 
ately followed, when ho learned the facts 
in regard to his sister haying taken the 
children away, his reported death, the ad­ 
ministration of his estate, etc., but to all 
his appeals to his sister for information as 
to the whereabouts of 
bis daughter she 
turned a deaf ear, and informed him that 
he never would find her, a prediction that 
only failed through accident. 
Haying 
learned that a man named Wilson, from 
Bloomington, had appeared and claimed 
the property going to his daughter as heir, 
as her guardian, he proceeded to write let­ 
ters to Bloomington, Indiana, and Illinois, 
and to every Bloomington of which he 
could learn. 
Mr. Hiles claims that Mr. 
Emsley Wilson, now dead some two years, 
who really bad his daughter, received 
twenty letters written to him in regard to 
the matter, which he did not answer. 
The girl left with Mr. Wilson at three 
years of age. had good raising, grew to 
womanhood, and about ten years ago mar. 
ried a gentleman at Bloomington, who re ­ 
moved with hor to a farm near Indianap­ 
olis, where she is now residing, having 
been seven years a widow, with two little 
boys living. Up to the time of her mar­ 
riage she knew nothing of her history, 
even her right name, for some reason, 
having been withheld from her, but at 
that time she was informed of her real 
name. 
Less than a year ago the family remov­ 
ed from Bloomington to Cincinnati, and 
the lady becamo attached to the same 
church of which Mr. Hiles is a member. 
Acquaintance followed, and through this 
Mrs. Hiles learned of the whereabouts of 
the long-lost daughter only a lew days 
ago. One of tbe strange features ot the 
story is that Mr. Hiles had met his son-in- 
law in Indianapolis on different occasions, 
having purchased lumbar of him, neither 
one suspecting the relations existing be­ 
tween them. 
The 
daughter of Mr. Hiles is now 
named Mrs. Sarah Howell, and her ad­ 
dress is Hadley Station, Hendricks county, 
Indiana, about fourteen milts lrom Indian 
apolis. 
Mr. Hiles, who resides at Linn and Bank 
streets, has written to his long lost daugh­ 
ter, and expects to hear from her shortly. 
The gentleman whom tbe daughter mar­ 
ried owned a valuable farm, which is now 
the property of the mysterious wife. Mr. 
Howell about three years atter his mar­ 
riage broke his back while picking apples 
on his farm, and died from the effects. Mr. 
Hiles’s sister kept trace of the girl all along, 
but always relused to give her brother any 
information, and once Mr. Hiles went out 
to shoot hi9 brother-in-law in cise he per­ 
sisted in refusing to give him the intelli­ 
gence he desired, but tho shooting did not 
take place.
